The News told Tueadsy of a poolroom 
In Vallaburgb, and Wednesday it de- 
actlbed the operstloaa of another one In 
Bell* vllle. These gambling* ho uses, 

where money Is laid on the horses, are 
run #u openly, god the public ta admit¬ 
ted So freely that there ta must some 
Slant over the failure of the officers of 
the l«t to discover the Illegal resorts. 
In the city of Newark, ao far as known, 
there is out a single poolroom In * s- 
Ut#uc«\ owing to tbe activity of tbe pol¬ 
ice, although there eve a Dumber of 
places where "bandbook men resort 
and where beta can be made. Even gainb- 
lei« of this clas» , ao bard to keep under 
aurvehlance sufil/enUy to prevent them 
ft iin carrying on ihelr ILlegUlmUe bus 
lues*, btve been considerably hampered 
In their operations by tbe espionage of 
d*i#cUva* atjd the order# of Chief of 
Fo ice Hopper. 

But In the county outside of Newark 
gambling Is not conducted under such 
official restriction# by aoy means. 
Bookmakers and ihelr backers, wbo 
have been dll van out of tbl# city, have 
found an opportunity to continue Id bus 
lues# In the suburbs, Tne places at 
Yailaburg and Belleville are fair 
pie# of others doing a similar bualn 
In the county. Outside of tbe profes¬ 
sional gamblers, tbe frequenters of the 
resorts are poor people, wbo can ill 
afford to loose their hard-earned money. 
They are young men and boys, wbo are 
•upposed lo be protected from this dan¬ 
ger by tbe Constitution of the State and 
the statutes. Tbs cast) who are robbing 
them In the#* pool room a, and who are 
•elHug them liquor without a license 
are criminal* of a dangerous class, 
who ought to be pursued a# relentlessly 
as la any common thief. 

Tht: county authorities, ^ they have 
beeo ignorant of what baa hssn and la 
gofhg on, ought to employ detectives to 
aid them In locating tb*ee criminal re¬ 
sorts It la the duty of Bbeclff Nleoll 
to take drastic actios that will at least 
prevent the gamblers from openly run* 
ning rooms where tba public la Invited 
or decoyed. It Is In the power of tbe 
sheriff to make condltloo In Essex Coun¬ 
ty so uaoomfortsble for these gamblers 
that they will depart for mors congenial 
territory, or will Imitate their N«*mx 
breihwr*. It has been shows Ko lire 
psst that poolroom# can be suppress#*! 
In this vlelnlty, and what ha# been don* 
before can be done again, If the officials, 
whose sworn duty It Is to enforce the 
laws, will go about It without fear or

There wa* great 
iudlgti alloti throughout the town, and 
tLe water company came in fur a large 
•liar# of bitter denunUstlou, 

The act loo of the water company I# 
evidently an outrage upon the public 
There ha# been no contract between the 
town aid the company now fur two 
years, and owing to negotiation# In pro¬ 
gress for the purchase of the company * 
plant by the town, the water supply 
quest Ion ha# been can led on under » 
mutual uoderstaiidlLg between the town 
#od it# company, and no qu*#tloc a# 0 
rates b*4 arU^n, and the general bu ppo- 
•IUcb wan tbat Ibe ylJ r».i?s wuulii pr«• 
vftil until tti« puicttn-^ c^cupleLe^l. 

, Tb« exemption from taxation on It# 
property h#i# K which the company ei- 
j .yed under the contract, was aUuwed 
by the town to co* tlnue. 

Many property owner# have declared 
their Intention to resist payment of lb# 
double charge, even to the extent of a

at the present time of the matter going

The action of the water company »f 
ford# a good opportunity for tbe Board 
of Trade and the Civic Union to take a 
hand in the fight about to ensue between 
tbe water company and the people.
